WASHINGTON—“This can t be 
Am erica!'’ an enemy pilot on a 
bombing mission over W ashington 
m ight say, spotting any of four 
“medieval” 
landm arks—a 
cathe­ 
dral, a monastery and a couple of 
castles! 
Certainly he could scarcely miss 
the Washington cathedral sitting 
atop the highest piece of ground in 
the district. But he would find con­ 
fusing this 14th century Gothic 
church, looking more like the fa­ 
mous French cathedral a t d i a r ­ 
ies than anything he expected to 
see in America. 
He might even think it had al­ 
ready been hit on a previous raid 
because scaffolding is always ap­ 
parent since only two-fifths of the 
work has been completed. 
The idea of a cathedral in W ash­ 
ington was said to have originated 
with George W ashington, but the 
cornerstone w asn't laid until 1907 
by President Theodore Roosevelt 


“American W estm inster" 


This sixth largest cathedral in 
the world on Mount St. Alban is 
called the "American W estm inster 
Abbey,” so fine is its Gothic per­ 
fection. Like the London abbey, 
m any illustrious dead have been 
buried in the crypt —Woodrow Wil­ 
ton, Admiral Dewey, Am bassader 
Henry White, and co-author of the 
world's most i d e a l i s t i c peace 
treaty, Frank B. Kellogg. 
Architecturally it is a m arriage 
of French and English Gothic art, 
utilizing the extrem e length of the 
British cathedral with the extreme 
height of the French Gothic. 
The buttresses and sem i-circular 
apse are French while the complex 
vaulting and geom etric tracery are 
decidedly British. And the but­ 
tresses are actually functional; not 
an ounce of structural steel has 
been used to support the m any-ton 
•tone arches. 
Typical of the Gothic, no regu­ 
larity in design is evident. Arch­ 
ways are not aligned and vary in 
height and width One ecclesiasti­ 
cal construction man is said to 
have exclaimed, "You can get two 
in line, but it’s harder than heck to 
line up three!" 


Windows World Famous 
Renown the world over are the 
stained glass windows by Law­ 
rence Saint, made right on the 
grounds according to a 13th cen­ 
tury formula from Chartes. 
More difficult for the pilot to 
spot from the air is the Franciscan 
m onastery in nearby Brookland. In 
fact, I© of the monks are difficult 
to distinguish these days as they 
have partially disguised themselves 
with white Office of Civilian De­ 
fense helmets, when on duty as 
volunteer stretcher-bearers. 
Those helmets certainly do look 
odd when worn with the tradition­ 
al Franciscan garb-scowled gown, 
cord girdle and sandals! 
The m onastery on Mount St. 
Sepulchre was dedicated on the 
feast day of 8L Francis In 1899, 
but from its ancient Byzantine de­ 
sign, it m ight hav# dated back 800 
years. The Franciscan order was 
founded by S t Francis of Assisi 
back In the 13th century. 
As the spirit of S t Francis de-. 
mands strict simplicity, there are 
no carved columns, delicate trac- *

H er 
upper 16th Street w as to be no less 
than an “Avenue of Presidents.” 
Mrs. Henderson gave the land 
adjacent to her castle to the city 
and through her insistence Meri- 
c:an park was developed by Con­ 
gress. Her skill in real estate made 
16th street tem porarily an em bas­ 
sy row—until M assachusetts ave­ 
nue became more popular with the 
diplomats. 
When she died, the eccentric 
woman left the bulk of her estate 
valued at some six million dollars, 
tc a Japanese servant, who settled 
with the heirs for a good deal lest.

Its Value as a Meat Substitute

TH E W AR has certainly atim- 
ulated our thoughts and imagina­ 
tions into channels of speculation 
about the minimum of foods we 
can get along on in case o f inva­ 
sion or siege or famine. In Ger­ 
many, we are told, they have twice

during the conflict been badly 
pinched by the failure of the po­ 
tato crop. 
This has raised our 
respect for the potato, because it 
suggests th a t it is adequate as a 
•ingle food fulfilling all n u tri­ 
tional requirem ents. 
In our own land of plenty we 
have for two years had to endure a 
considerable curtailm ent of our 
meat supply. It gave those who 
were convinced th at meat is "bad 
for you" a practical chance to try 
out their theories, but for most of 
us the lack of juicy steaks and 
roast beef in abundance has made 
us long for th at most glorious, 
adequate 
and complete of all 
articles of diet. 
W hat can be substituted for 
meat if tome dire calam ity were 
to happen? 


Soy Bean as Food 


W hat foods th at grow abun­ 
dantly and easily in our climate 
are adequate for full nutritional 
needs, supposing 
this 
glorious 
land of bounty should walk into a 
period of meterological and agri- 
cultural calam ities? 
Well, it's not likely to happen, 
but our w ar experiences give con­ 
siderable courage in the knowl­ 
edge that we can get along on a 
good deal less than we were ac­ 
customed to have. 
One answer of contemporary 
industry is the soy bean. It fulfills 
the requirem ents of adaptability 
and easy cultivation. A small plot 
of ground located nearly anywhere 
in N orth America will grow soy 
beans in adequate am ounts for a 
fam ily’s nutrition. 
I have even 
heard of tenem ent and flat dwell* 
i 


ers who have grown enough soy 
beans in pole on their window sill! 
to eupplement their m eat rations, 
but I do not guarantee this infor­ 
mation. 


N utritionally the soy bean ha* 
very high adequacy. It ie high in 
proteins. The claim has been made 
that it is a complete protein. T hat 
claim is regarded with some skep­ 
ticism by' Colonel laker, of the 
Subsistence 
Research 
Division, 
United States Army, but it is cer­ 
tain the soy bean contains most of 
the essential amino acids of a 
complete protein and can be sub­ 
stitu te d 
fo r m eat, on th o se 
grounds, for long periods of time.

Besides th a t it contains fats and 
starches and h at a high calorie 
value.
